Many natu: alists have held that pearls 


are the result of a disease in the oyster 
and others that they are eaiiM-il by the 
shellfish coating intrusive bodies, sm-h 
as grains or sand, insects and even smull 
fishes, with nacre, so at to make them 
agreeable to its soft tlesh. 


Now, 
according to a French scientist, 


there is n distinction between fine pearls 
and intrusive bodies coated with nacre, 
which renders both views more or less 
right. It is true that foreign bodies enter- 
ing the shell are coated with nacre and 
sold as> pearls, ofton of peculiar aud fan- 
ciful shape. They occur between the 
"mantle" and the shell, but are usually 
attached to the shell by a nock of the 
pearly matter. 


These pearls of nacre have not the fine 


Iridescence of the true pearl, but only tbat 
of the shell of mother of pearl. They are 
the result of an accidental intruMun. On 
the other hand, the true spherical poarl 
of orient luster is formed in auy part of 
the shellfish except the mantle, and has 
no connection with the shell itself. It is 
a pathological calcification and seems to 
arise from parasites. A pearl thus form- 
ed is composed of crystalline matter. At 
its heart is a cavity holding organic- mat- 
ter and calcareous crystals, with remains 
01 organized creatures, presumably the 
paras,ites which have provoked the mala- 
dy in the shellfish. In course of time the 
sac in which tho pearl is made becomes 
thin, and the mollusk, breaking it easily, 
can eject the pearl, b ram this it is ap- 
parent that getuiiuo pearls are always 
perfectly spherical. If not, they art- mere 
uacre itoues.

every charge brought against him and 
displayed business ability that must meet 
the approval of all fair minded people. 
He insiRted, furthermore, that the title 
to the custom house passed to the bank 
when it purchased and took posnessioti of 
the property anil that it had not been ex- 
empt from taxation since it had been 
purchased.

The killing occurred in the lobby of the

He 


served two terms in congress and declined 
a renomination at the hands of the He- 
publican party of the Eleventh district 
in 1898 int order to accept the colonelcy 
of the Fourth Kentucky regiment in the 
Spanish war. 


Scott was a lieutenant and Golden was 


captain of a cavalry troop in Colson's 
regiment, and the trouble which led to 
the tragedy began then. A feud sprang 
up between Colson and Scott while the 
troops were in camp at Auniston, Ala., 
and in which it is said by Colson's 
friends that Captain Golden was a warm 
partisan of Scott. 


A Previous Encounter. 


The trouble between them at that time 


culminated in a meeting between them in 
a restaurant, which resulted in Colson 
being shot by Scott. The regiment was 
shortly afterward mustered out of the 
service as a result of the feud between 
the officers and the serious charges and 
counter charges which they had made at 
Washington against each other as offi- 
cers. Since then the parties had not met 
until yesterday, and it had generally been 
believed that blood would be spilled 
should they meet, as both were under- 
stood to be looking for each other. 


Scott was a young lawyer of Somerset 


and a nephew of ex-Governor W. O. 
Bradley, his mother being a sister of the 
ex-governor. He was about 30 years of 
age. Julian was one of the wealthiest 
farmers of the county aud was active in 
local politics, being a Democrat. 
His 


family is among the best known in Ken- 
tucky. One brother, Henry, is a lawyer 
in Kansas City; another, Alexander, is a 
wealthy shoe merchant of Cincinnati, 
aud a cousin, Judge Ira A. Julian of this 
•city, is now a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for congress in this 
district. Demarree was about 32 yoars 
of age and, in addition to being assistant 
postmaster at Shelbyville, was a large 
real estate owner. Captain Golden is one 
of the best known lawyers in the south- 
eastern part of the state aud has long 
been a leading Republican politician in 
his section. Both Colsou aud Scott were 
regarded as dead game, nnd both had 
figured in shooting affrays before.

Af-eonliug to ihe ordinary v:ew. the sun 


is constantly rai!i:»jiug lu-at i:; all direc- 
tions, and, I think, it is generally »up- 
pobtHl that only a small portion of this 
heat encounters matt-rial bodies at any 
distance, however great. If so, the ques- 
tion arises. What becomes of the residue? 
Physical research leads us to believe that 
heat cannot be destroyed, but only trans- 
formed, yet many pen>on& seem to think 
that this heat vanishes like :i ghost with- 
out transformation and without in-oduc- 
iujj any effect. This may i~.e so, but it is 
so much opposed to physical analogies 
that we should be slow to acec-pt it unless 
on the basis of definite observations 
which, I think it will be admitted, are nor 
at present forthcoming. 


Nor can we confine the question to the 


sun. The loss of radiant heat nmst (on 
the theory which I am now considering) 
extend to all the stars. A larger, portion 
of the heat of some of them is no doubt 
intercepted by other bodies, but some of 
it must escape—vanish. The whole uni- 
verse is losing hoat, or at least it is los- 
ing motion, for the supply of heat may be 
temporarily kept up by the conversion of 
motion into heat—as. for example, by a 
bombardment of meteorites. But that a 
good part of the radiant heat vanishes, 
thus lessening the total amount of force—

c by Canned Meal*. 


Instances of poisoning from the eating 


of canned moats have become quite com- 
mon. Although it may be po^iblf thnt 
in some instances the ill effects result 
from metallic poisoning, in a groat ma- 
jority of cases the poisonous substances 
are formed by putrefactive changes. In 
many cases it is probable thnt decompo- 
sition begins after the can has been open- 
ed by the consumer, in others the canning 
is imperfectly done, and putrefaction is 
far advanced before the food reaches the 
consumer.
